A child witli two brains is llio latest 
freak of iiaLun! in Nebraska. On thi' 
back of its liead was a luiiior eli'vcn 
and a half inches in circe lulci-ence, 
connected witli the lieail by aligaiiiiMit 
six inches long. A post niortuui ex- 
amination proved tho supposed tumor 
to be a second hoail sup])lie(l witlt ait 
active brain, scalp, etc., and lacking 
only tho face development, Tliroiigli 
tho ligament between the two hoads 
was an artery, <!ntering the real lioiid 
through a sm:ill aporturo near tho lirsl 
volobra. 

Silver, coi)])cr and other mctal.s liavo 
been louiul in paying (punitities in llie 
Bluo Hill, Union county, J'a. Fiv(^ 
drifts have b(!en tlriven in tin; sitle of 
it, and a vein of ore struck in each. 
One shaft lias been sunk trom tho toji 
to a depth of forty foot. The lirsl 
drift is at tho foot of tho mountain. 
Silver and copper ores were fouml at 
the surface. It is driven lOO f(;et, ami 
shows liie vein of ore sioi)ing or load- 
ing to tho bed of the SiisqiKMiaiina 
river. This on;, under aiialysi.s, con- 
tains $1'J.G0 in silver to tlio ton, anil 
70 per cent, copper. iMghty feet west 
of this vein is another containing tho 
same ore and about tho sanio propor- 
tion. The second and ihinl drills arc 
midwaj' up tliu numiitiun sidr. One is 
driven in seviMily fyel; tlie oilier forty, 
showing a vein of ore from llio si art, 
each containing maugaiiesi', iron ami 
silver, the amount of silver being i^'U 
to tho ton. The fourth drift is one 
mile west of the first and at thn hoail 
of tho basin. It is lirivon in liK) feet, 
showing a twonly-two-incli vnii of ore. 
Tho lifth drift is in tlie ei;.i of the 
mountain, where a country roiul cuts 
through it, and shoas a vein of eiglit- 
eon inches, carrying -16 ])or cent, of 
metals. These drifts show Ihoro aro 
millions of tons of the ore iu the moun- 
tain.

TEE JAMES BAY LOTS. 

Wp aro sorry to notice that sonic inis- 
conception exists as to the relative poai- 
tiona of thif govuriimuiit the corporii 
tion iu tho matter of the James Buy lots. 
As there cannot be any nntafjonism be- 
tween these authorities — each havinf; its 
own proper, well-d«linod sphere — a few 
worda on the subject may, perhaps, be 
UBofuI at the present time. Our own per- 
luanont newspaper interests, of course, 
»ro larijoly with tho city of A''ictoria, and 
wo shall at all times be proparod to de- 
fend municipal rights, but it must not bo 
forgotten tliat all of us arc citizens of tho 
province as well as citizens of Victoria. 
We have a oommou interest in good pro- 
vincial as well as municipal government, 
and in the strict limitation of the powers 
and functifnia of each to objects specially 
set forth. Tho provincial government, it 
will not be denied, as the holders of gen- 
eral powers, and tho custodians of pro- 
vinci'al property, are not expected to re- 
gard any one municipality with especial 
favor; tho different municipalities should 
be treated alike, as far as may be, sim- 
ilarly; a city council alunild not, upon the 
whole, unduly favor any particular ward 
at tho expense of tho othors. Now, in 
the James Bay nuitter, tho two points of 
interest are, what the government had 
power to do, and what they have really 
done? The lota in (|ue3tion, so the 
lawyers say, formed part uf the provincial 
property; tliey belonged to the [n-ovinee 
and not to Victoria. Tho government are 
responsible to the house of assembly for 
their action respecting these lots, as they 
are responsible in reapoct of the disposi- 
tion of Crown lands anywiiere. That ac- 
tion muat bo regulated by the provincial 
land law, from which the government 
cannot deviate. It ia an error to regard 
the government as benevolent landowners ; 
they are in the position of trustees most 
strictly bound. If the government over-- 
■teppod their power they would be hold 
accountable, and their disposition of the 
lands in ([ucstion would be invalid; just 
as would bo tho similar action of the city 
corporation, if they, in any •'■'■<" o\rec(d,>i! 
their powers. Tho ordinary, expected ac- 
tion of tho government would have been 
to sell all these lots and place tho proceeds 
in tho public treasury . Tliis niight have 
been the course must agreeable to the 
houje of assembly. But what have the 
povernnieDt done in tho matter i In- 
fluenced by various considerations, con- 
nected with the importanco of "Victoria, 
its position as the capital, and tho un- 
fortunate lack of public spaces within tlie 
city, they have undertaken tu dn as uiucli 
as the law porniits, or as the house will 
be likely to approve. Tliey have reserved 
from sale, and offered to hold at the dis- 
posal of the city, a considerable nu ober 
of these lots. In this they have gone, m 
above said, fully to the length of (heir 
legal tether. Tho land huv does nut em- 
power the government to make an iib- 
Boluto, unconditional grant of tho lots; it 
is only under tho words "public par[)o.sea" 
that the grants for tho city can bo made 
at all; hence the necessity for the con- 

—I — a j.i,„ oOoi. ,v!,i,-l, 

define the public purposes to bo served 
and secure the appropriation uf the land 
to these purposes by inviting the city to 
co-operate in tho improvements. It thus 
appears that the government, inatead of 
being antagonistic in this matter to Vic- 
toria, in thought, word or act, have, in 
fact, almost stretched the law aiid under- 
taken some responsibility in the face of 
possible criticism in the hcjuae, in order to 
favor the city. We do not see what other 
view can be taken of the mutter, much as 
we should rejoice in any substantial ad- 
dition to the corporation property, which 
successive city councils have shown their 
ability to manage well. The auggeated 
improvemonta would beautify tho sea- 
approach to Victoria and pruniote the 
convenience and health of its inhabitants. 



riiOVINGIAL RIO UTS. 

Pome of the most ii.tir. sting judicial 
comments on tho Liq\ior License case took 
place in the course of tho Hon. Mr. Davie'n 
argument. The fnllowiug is well worth re- 
production and attf.uticni: — 

Mr, Datie— When you lind tiiose prov- 
inces unitedly eounuy before Y(jur hn'dships 
and assuring you that that is tlirir view of 
the proptT t'onstniction of the Act, 1 say 
that that argnnifnt should ln!, 1 will not say 
couclusivo, becunso that doctrine carried 
out would be pernicious — but I say that 
those who consented to suc^h ])0wers as 
have been given to tho parliaiuent of Can- 
ada aro the bi;st judges of thiar construe- 
tiou. Even with tho variation that occurs 
in this case of the Dominion parliament 
con'iing in, the argument must have its 
weight. 

Eitchie C. J. — I must cuiift'ss I eaniiol 
BOO much force in that obscirvation, for this 
reason: That while the provincial legisla- 
tures aro bound to jircscrvc inlact all the 
right they hav(jjin this, I iini boiind to siiy 
the Dominion have jiiTt as umcli i-i^;lit 
to preserve intact all that belongs 
to the Domioion parliament, and 
thereiore wu have just this conflict. We 
have in this what scours iu every luw suit, 
two parties, the Domiuiou on one side 
claiming, tho local legislatures on the othf.r 
claiming aiiotlicr. .Vnd because llu- local 
legislatures claim it oii-!;t !o h;iv, ;io more 
weight with this court than the fact that th.' 
Donnnion elaiias it. I do not see why tin- 
ojjinion of the local legislatures should 
have any more weight than tliat <jf thi; 
Dominion. 

Strong J. — The very words of the Act are 
those of the Quebec Conference. 

Bitchie C. J. — All tho provinces were re- 
presented, each one having able delegates 
in London, who supervised all tho leijisla- 
/tion. Lord Carnarvon only submitted that 
which all the delegates agriM il to, and the 
legislation was uidy an enchu'seinent of 
what had been agreed upon lietween the 
provnices. 

Mr. Davio. — Thoreforo I say it is but an 
Imperial ratilieatiou of tho solemn compact 
of tho provir.ees. 

■ Strong J. — In other words, it is a consti- 
tntion made by the people themselves — made 
by tho provinces. 

.Mr. Davie— Yes, my lord. 

Strong J.-— I'or that reason it struck mo 
that there was great force in what Sir. 
Archibald said yesterday when lu' argtied 
that in coUHlruing an organic law you are 
entitled to refer lo the history of it and the 
circniiiHtances attending its eonstruetiuu. 

Mr, Davie — In answer to hi."- lordahip

it practically by tho provinces, and I say 
tho consensus of the provinces should 
have groat weight when it is not repug- 
nant to the express lutigiiage of the act. 

This conversatiyu goes to the root of the 
couiiicting theories respecting the Dominion 
constitution. The fcdendists say that, in 
entering into confederation, the provinces 
returned to the Imperial }_;ovcrnnieut all the 
rights thorotofore posse, ised by thcni, as 
well as all their proi)erty, so that a new dis- 
tribution thereof might be made between 
them and tho federal govornmout, which 
distribution was made by the 13. N, A. Act. 
Upon this theory, tho chief justice says 
above, that) in coustitatiounl qustious, the 
provinces come before tho court like tho 
Iloininion, without a history, and that, in 
considering tlio claiii^s of both, tho eyo of 
the court is not supimsed to go beyond the 
four cm-ners uf the 1>. N. \- -^ct. On the 
other hand, the previucialists assert that the 
Donnnion, of course, had no luevions his- 
tory, but that the [iroviuces were, ami arc, 
ditlbreutl;." situatcil. They caine in ,is prov- 
inces, retaining their old powers except 
such as they agreed to I'eliuiiuish, and be- 
ing nnuiaged, in the abseuco of contrary 
provisions, by the organic rules which con- 
stituted thoni before forming the confedera- 
tion. They siiy thai there is not a word in 
tho resolutions of tho Quebeo Conference, 
the parliameiatary discussions or tho B. N. 
\. Act, that could bo construed into a re- 
nunciation of their autonomy by the prov- 
inces, and that any suchaupiiosilic-Ui is con- 
trary to all the political events which i)re- 
ci'dcd, accompanied and fnllowed confedera- 
tion. Fur this reason, it is not onl\- e\- 
pedieut but neees.sary in interpreting the 1>. 
N. A. Act, and particularly iu judging of 
the limits of the powers uf the federal gov- 
ernment that were couforreil on it by the 
provinces, to have a precise knowledge of. 
and to give largo regard to, the political 
situation at the time of confedorntiou and 
the powers whith tho provincial legislatures 
then hftd and have retained. This, as we 
conceive, sound view of the iiuestiou was 
very readily and aptly expressed .Mr. 
llavie. The prcconc<-iveil ii lea, which many 
have, that the provinces iiro sul^ordinale to 
the fi'deral parliuMient is an erroneous oni'. 
If there are relative inforiorily and super- 
iority biHween the federal governnn-ut ami 
the lu'oviiicial governments, the inferiority 
is with the feiUrul goveruniout and the 
superiority with the governments of the 
provinces, but it is better to .say that each 
is independent within its own sphere of 
authority. Thi' aliipvc error is due, no 
doubt, to a nds-iuli rred siipn niacy con- 
nected with the right nf veto and, also, to 
thetillV'ct upon tile luin^l of the more im- 
posing aspect and largiT s]ilu're of the 
goveruiueiit, but such iiii-idciUal etVcets can 
have nothing to do, in n-ality, with the in- 
terpretation niul application of the eonsti- 

I tutional laws which guarantee the poHitio'! 

' and rights of tho respective provinces. The 
band of the Dominion must not be allowed 
to be here, there and cveryvrhoro, iu our 
peculiar and proper afl'airs.

TIIE DOnilKION MaUOU ACT. 

Ai'^iiniciit of llie .\ttoriiey-Gen- 
ei-al Tor Ili-itisli CJuIiiiiibia. 

(Conoluilcil) 

Strong, J. — What his lordship shows ia 
this — it is quite clear that the Dominion 
parliament would not have the power of 

creating that corporation raatricted to a 
single [irovince, and yet they assume to 
havo the power when they group all tho 
provinces together — by gouoralizing tho 
[lower given to tho local legislature, par- 
liament could do what would havo been 
infringement upon the powers of the 
local legislatures if it hud been done with 
one province. 

Ritchie, 0. J. — Real estate is clearly 
within the purview of tho local legisla- 
tures, but you sou by this dcci.iion the 
Dcuninioii ia enabled to grasp all that, 
because all they have to do is to make 
their laws applicable to the whole Du- 
miiiiuii, \fl understand rightly the de- 
cision, and then they havo jurisdiction. 

Jlenry, J. — Merely to give corporative 
powurs. 

Mr. Irving — An Act of the Dominion 
parliamont was to incorpurato to do busi- 
ncsa from one end of tho Dominion to the 
other, but when they went to any par- 
ticular province they must then range 
themaolves under the law of that par- 
ticular province. 

Strong, J Tho Dominion merely 
create the person and when he wishes to 
do buaiues^i ho is subject to the provincial 
regulation. What ids lordship says is 
this: It is quito clear that the Dominion 
parliament" would not have power to 
create a corporation when restricted to 
olio province, yet they asaiinie the power 
to do so by ueneraliziug tho power given 
to the provincial legislatures. 

Mr. Davio. — That that was the idea 
dominating tho minds uf the privy council 
in iluasell and tho '^ueen is expressed, 
not only in tho decision, but ia e.xproasud 
in tho short hand notes of tho argument 
of 1 lodge and the t.hieoii. .-Vt pages 'JO 
iuid 'Jl of Seaaional Paper ','A), in Modge 
va the (Jueen, yim will lind these two 

"Sir Robert Collier: — Tliis waj an .-Vet 
to promote temperance in tho Dominion 
and to provide by uniform legislation for 
all the jiroviuces. Clearly an Act deal- 
ing with all tho provinces in tho Dominion 
is not within the power uf the local legis- 
lature, but this Act only deals with tho 
particular locality." 

Then again wdion Mr. Kerr goes on to 
speak about Ivuaaell va. the t^lueen and 
the Canada Temperance Act, Sir Robert 
Collier aijain interposos; — 

"That was an Act applying to the 
whole Dominion. 

Mr. Kerr — That Act applied to the 
whijle Dominion. 

";^ir Robert Collier — And of course it 
could not bo passed by tho provincial leg- 
islature." 

Tlie idea they appeared to have was 
that the Dominion, by e.'ctendiiig its legis- 
lation throughout all tho proviiicea, ob- 
tained authority. That brings nie to 
near the cuiiclus'on of what 1 havo to 
say. 

Kefeniug t'j wholesale as well as retail 
business I say this, as far as concerns mat- 
ters of police tho one, that is to nay the 
wdiolesale business, is as mmdi within tho 
control of tho pi'oviueial legislaturos as the 
retail , and it is very «emarkuble how very 
little of the Dominion License Act of 1883 
pertains to the wholesale trade at all. There 
is very little about it except the obtaining 
of tho license. But one can see why tho 
provincial authorities, os a matter of pohce, 
should have control of the wholesale as 
well as tne reiiui. ror Instance, it is as 
tlangerons to have a minor of IG years of 
age purchase two gallons of whiskey as got 

a glass of ale. 

Strong, .1 . — Taking the .\nierican license 
cases as a guide, could it be comiietelit for 
the provincial legislatures to say that there 
shall be no trade or commerce in liquors? 

.Mr. Davie — I do not know that they can 
go to tho extent of saying it shall not be 
imported. 

Mr. Bethune — Tho mischiof might be 
done if it wore imported. 

Mr. Davio. — Tho coulliet is between what 
might be considered trade and coninierce iu 
liipKus, and the desire on the ])art of the 
people of till' locality not to have brought 
in tlieir locality what they deem to be a sort 
of )ioison, 

Ritchie, C. J. — There are many things 
thai are poismis to soini- jiersons that are 
articles of tratlie. There an- some who can- 
not laku' tea or eoll'ee. Green Lea, to mo is just 
siiujily puinou; 1 cannul sloop after it; I 
could not do my work after it, yet I have 
seen some people who could take it with- 
out injury, 

llenry •!. — Some people cannot do it 
without they get the antidote. 

Itilchic, C, .f. — Could the lu-ovinces say 
there shall bii no tea usedV I think il is an 
embarr.-issment of the prc'Seiit case to at- 
leiniit to interfere with a (piestitui which J 
think has been decided by Ibi; privy council 
with reference to prohibition, because I do 
nut think prohibition is involved. 

Ilcury, .1. — I do not think it is nocossarily 
involved at all. 

ilr. Oavii; I drew tho illustration from 
pcge yli.S of Russell vs. the (Jjieuil, where 
their lordships used this language: — 

"Next their lordships cannot think that 
the ttuiiperanci' act in ipiestion proiierly be- 
long to the class of sulijects 'property and 
civil rights.' It has in its legal aspect an 
obvious and close similarity to laws which 
place rostrictians on the sale or custody of 
poisonous drugs, or of dangerously explo- 
sive subjects." 

Ritchie, C. J. — Those are things which 
have been nmler municipal control, aa I 
mentioned yesterday. 

.Mr. lilaUe-- It just shows the absence of 
knowledge in h^iiglaiid properly' to construe 
the .\el. 

Sii-iaig, . I. - They do not know the sur- 
roundiiig circumstancciS. 

liiti hie, ('. ,1. — It is very iirojier that the 
municipidities kIiouIiI, with rcferciioe to a 
particular character of buildings and 
wharves, to tint particular situation of ship- 
ping, (!tc., say that e-tidosivi'S should not 
ijc stored within a certain distance of such 
;daees; bul that iloes not at all involve thi! 
ipn .-ilicui win tlier the .arlieles shall lie im- 
jjorteil into the province or the i xtent to 
which they may bi! used. 

Strong, d. — The cx[)re.asioiia of the 
(irivy council increase the dillicully of con- 
ulruiiig tho act, because first, wo havo to 
ciiimtrue the act, and then wo have to 
conHlriie tho judgments of tho privy 
conii::il. 

Mr. lJ;ivie -With regard to tho second 
(|uestion aaked your lordshijis — "If tho 
court is uf opinion that a part or parts 
only of the tiaid acts are within the legis- 
lative authority of tho jiarliament of 
Canada, what part or parts of tho said 
acts 'aro so within such legislative au- 
thority." I beg to aay tho whole scope of 
the iiuostion is the assumption by tho 
Doiniiiioii iiiirliaiiiunt uf the right to 
regulate the lirpior traflic in matters of 
iiiunici|;al government. Considering the 
scope of the legislation I aay there is no { 
provision of the Ktatiito which, if stand- 
ing alone, might be •vithiii their powers, 
wdiich can now be ccuiaidored to bo within 
the nomiioteiicu of parliamont, 

llenry, .1. — Another important quos- 
tion connected with thuir powers is rail- 
way.f. Local r.iihvaya within the pruvincos 
and legiulatioii upon them aro given to 



tho provinces. Oould the Dominion par- 
liament come in and pass legulationa 
which would make these local works 1 
« llitchie, C. J. — They have taken all the 
local railways, I believe, out of tho 
provinces. 

Honry, J. — Oh no, only a certain num- 
ber. ( j 

Mr. Bethiiue — Every one of them last 
session. 

J[r. Hurbridge — There aro ono or two 
local railways not afTected by the legiala- 
tion. The St. John and ftlaino ia not 
atlectod yet. All that connects with or 
touch the main lino aro aU'ectcd. 

Mr. Johnson — There aro three or four 
in Ontario, aniiill local lines, w hich do not 
touch the main linos, that aro not af- 
fected. 

Mr. Davio — I was referring to the 
second question referred to your lord- 
ships, anil iibaerviiig that tho whole scope 
of tho legialation under discuaaioii is tho 
a9auui[)tioii by the Dominiuu parliamont 
of tho right to regulato tho litpior IraUic 
ill matters of municipal govornmout; and 
I aay it is hard to dissasociate from that 
object provisions svhicli, if atandiiig alone 
and not onacled in furtheranco of tho 
avowed puriiose, would admittedly bo 
within tho powers of tho Dominion par- 
liamont. As regards that particular clauao 
relatini; to tho adulteration of liquor, 
there is apparently a curious mistake 
about that. 

Strong, J.— Tho only two poiiita »ro 
the crimiii.al law and the wholoHalo license. 

iSIr. lletluiue - It would not bo deairable 
in tho iiiterasta of tue Doiiiiuion to retain 
thoae provisions if tho rest uf the act was 
swept away. 

Strong, .1. — Tho wording is such as to 
coidino these tinea to breaches of the 
licenses to be granted under this act, and 
not briMchea of lieenaes not granted by 
the L)c minion. 

Mr. Davio — They all como within class 
15 uf section <J2. With refere)ico to the 
clauses in the Liquor License Act relating 
to adulteration, suction liO of tho Adul- 
teration of l''oods and Drugs .-Vet, that ia 
to say, li" \ ic., chap. Ill, ia as foUowj: 
"Sub-section 1, uf seutimi 7!', of the 
Liquor License Act of 1883, is repealed," 
It is very curious that there ia no such 
thing as a sub-section 1. Tliore is only 
aub seotion 2. 

I beg le.ivo to hand in a factum which 
to some e.vteiit covers the ground I wished 
lo go over, and wonlil ask your lordships 
to road it in the light of tho obaervationa 
which I havo had the honor to addroaa to 
you, uspecially that portion which refers 
to the English statutes, because I have 
pointed out only amno of them.

Troiiltio ill tli(> Ilii^flisli Cabinet 
OH liie Franchise Itill. 

AKOTIIEK AFKICAN WWt 
I'leOBABLE. 



LoxnoN, Oct. 8, — It is reported that 

there wore serious dissensions ui to-day's 
neaaion of the I'higlish cabinet. The Right 
Hon. .loae[)h Clnnnburlaiii, iiresideiit of 
tho Loard of Trade, denounced aa cow- 
ardly the ))ropo8od eoinpromiao on the 
franuhiao bill. Mr. Cliamhorlaiii was iu 
his turn taken to task fur tho bitterness 
of his speech at Hunley last night, in 
which ho anoored at compromise and in- 
sisted that the franchise bill should bo 
forced through without conciliating the 
house of lord.-, i,y lii 3t introduciin/ ^ 
distribution bill, rro was told that his 
violence of language was not only ui. dig- 
nified ill a member of tho ministry, but 
was niisehievuua ni^ its tendency, as it 
could only result in slifTeiiing thQ.opr 
po.sitioii of Lord Salisbury and his party 
to all incisures of reform. 

Lo.viio.N, Oct . -It seeiiis quite certain 
now that l']iigland will soon havo another 
.African war upon her bauds. This time 
the troiiblea come from the south of the 
continent, instead of the north, as in the 
Soudan tangle, and the English base of 
o|)eration will be llu' Caiie Colony, in- 
ate.id of I'lu'ypt- I'he cnntimial eiicroacli- 
nieiit of the lioora upon tho natives and 
settlers in Deehuanaland and Zululaud 
aro held to bo a auflloient cause for Eng- 
land to wage war upon the Transvaal. 
The treaties belweeu England and the 
count riea named make it iinporativo upon 
lingland lo forcibly interfere in certain 
cases, and many politicians hero iiiaiat 
that a case dc^manding iiitcrferenco has 
now arisen. '1 iii.i is the tone of 80Ver\il 
leading Londmi papers, and about half 
the inembera of tho Miniatry 
are said to be of a similar 
oiiinion. Tho Conservative papers 
aay that tho whole oxcitemont about 
the Moors and tho Transvaal ia a trick to 
withdraw attiuition from the govornnieut's 
blunder in Kgypt. iMoanwhile the Trans- 
vaal side of the story has never boon told 
iu [iriiit, while I'reaidunt Krugur and the 
rest of tlin delegation from the l!oer re- 
public wore here last spring, trying to 
get justice from Earl Derby. Tho Lon- 
don papers, inatead of ijiving intelligible 
accounts of their gr'evancos and deairca, 
contented theniaelvea with deriding thoae 
Dutcliiiieii from .-Vfrica, criticizing the 
cut of their coats, and noting that they 
drank tea and remainod at homo with 
their wives duriuj/ the evening, instead 
of drinking champagne and going etae- 
whoru. In order to boo tho other aide of 
the shield your correspoiideut called this 
evening upon Ur. Clarko, an eminent 
practitioner in London, who spent some 
years of his life in Southern Africa, and 
to whom the Volkraad of tho Transvaal 
republic recently sent a formal veto of 
thanks for having clianipionod tho cause 
of the lioera again.st the slaiider.a of iuter- 
eated I'hielialinien. 

Dr. Clarice said -II should be known that 
the 'I'rausvaul republic has formally and 
oflicially iliscdaimed lospousibility for the 
marauding in Rechuanalaud and Zululand. 
The marauders aro not citizens of tlio 
Transvaal, but of little so-collod republics, 
founded on unoccupied land by any ouii- 
graiit who chooses to pitch his tent thorn, 
iu true jiatnaichal fashion. Homo of thorn 
are Roers, but they are beyond tho control 
of the T'ransvaal autliorities. The T'raiis- 
vaal is an immense region, and if its fron- 
tiers, b(-tv,eeii lieclnianalaiul on the wiist 
and Ztiluland on the east, were slVtctly 
guarded, it would rcipiire a standing army 
such as the peaceful fanners of the Trans- 
vaal have neither tho means nor tho incli- 
nation to maintain. It is infamous. Dr. 
Clarko coutinuod, to uiake tho Transvaal 
government answerable for matters so ut- 
terly beyond their control. Tho Transvaal 
people respect the convention entered into 
with Ihiglaiul. Tliey are grateful to Rng- 
land for the justiei: done to them in the 
matter of bomul.arics, tardy thtmgli it was, 
bill there is auothiu- thing wddeh England 
ought to know by this time — they will resist 
to the death any attempts at Bnglish dicta- 
tion.

by the govorninent of certain crown lauds 
lying within the city limits. 

These documents having been carefully 
unn.Hiderod in oxectitivo, I am directed to 
say, in reply, that the govonuuent must 
respectfully decline to discusa the legal 
points raised in tho jietitiou and that tho 
aalo will bo proceeded with. 

The government are unawaro in what 
way tho aalo of the lots refiuri'd to can bo 
detrimental to the intere.sis of the city. 
On tlio contrary it ajipoars to them that 
to aell these lota, thereby rendering them 
taxable and revonuo producing, would be 
in the true intereata of the city, and 
should meet with tho approval of tho ooi;- 
poration.

The Uctui'u of an Old rriciid. 

About the time that tho Prince of 
Wales inado his little visit here, Eng- 
land sent us another gucsi, uiilioralded 
and almost unknown, whcso welcome 
was to out run and outstay tho royal 
..one, says Marker's Baza/r, Its name 
• was (sroquet, and in a pretty love-story 
called "Sylvan Holt's Daugluer," and 
half forgotten by this generation 
(more's the pity), waa tho only mention 
of it known to Aniericims. 

But never was a foreigner so s'.viftly 
and.beartily domesticated. Somebody 
. near Soaton had a croquet ground. All 
tho world want, to wonder, to admire, 
and to learn. But tho next day, a.s it 
were, a sporadic croquet ground broke 
out in New York. Next day the click 
of the balls echoed from Cincinnati, 
and immediately Springfield, Balti- 
more, Albany, Piiiladclphia, were join- 
ed into a sisterhood of croquet, 

The shadiest nooks of lawn or garden 
were offered up to tho new usurper. 
Every summer hotel and boarding- 
house advertised croquet as a neces- 
sary, "attraction." ^ranuala were writ- 
ten in its explanation, and the discus- 
sion of dis])uted points filled paragraphs 
in tho newspapers. It wu.s tho pet of 
fashion, tho solace of fiiniii, the joy of 
youth, tho compensation of middle age. 
It penetrated to backwoods settle- 
ments and prairie cabina With other 
appliances and means of civilization it 
followed , the Pacific Railroad, and 
where the beer saloon and the baker's 
shop put up their tents of anight, there 
too was the croquet ground, busy and 
boisterous. 

But when fashion turns her buck 
tho million follow. l''ashion exclaimeil, 
with Falstafl'. "It was ever yet the 
trick of this our English nation, if we 
had a good thing, to make it too con>- 
mon." Fashion demanded a new game 
for the use of tho nobility and gentry, 
and lawn tennis was tho triumphant 
answer to this requisition. A Prince, 
tho Prince, took it under his august 
patronage, and in the third or fourth 
year of its existence every country 
house in England had its teeriLs-court 
and its enthusiastic players. What roy- 
alty and the peerage commend, Ameri- 
can society is quick to accoi)l, and lawn 
tennis, in the iand of its adoption, 
proved more native, so to speak, than 
in the land of^ita birth. Croquet was 
accounted "law," like lemon icecream, 
and related to the vulgar. Lawn tennis 
suits and lawn tennis siioes became 
necessary adjuncts to the summer 
wardrobe. liawn tennis rackets wore 
carried about as a sort of baege of 
fashionable freemasonry and exclusi- 
veness, and not to know the game, or 
at least not to pretend to kuow it, 
blasted the social claims of the deli- 
quent. 

And now, in fashionable England it- 
self, appears a recreation against this 
tyranny of the usurper, and a di.stinct 
revival of croquet. Physicians have 
been saying for some time that lawn 
tennis is not a game for girls unless 
they will dress appropriately. To dress 
appropriately is to leave off corsets and 
all confining ligatures, to wear a loose 
Garibaldi blouse, the lightest and (ine.st 
skirts possible, and broad-soled shoes 
vrjthout heels, which give a firm foot- 
hold and steady poise. In this attire a 
woman is as free as a man to make a 
sudden Oart, to spring or to strii;o with 
vigor aud judgment. C'orseti.'d and 
hampered by draperies and elo.se-litting 
shoes, these movements are inipossilWe, 
and the attempt injurious. Now giri.s 
will not make themselves "guys" in the 
interest either of physiology or of a 
close game, consequently they lay both 
ungracefully and feebly, aud good play- 
ers among their Ijrothers and frienils 
count girls' games "slow," antl ])iay 
them out of courtesy rather than en- 
joyment; so that tennis tends more and 
more to become a "man's" game with 
each season. • 

But croquet permits the prettiest 
dresses, all ruftles and laces and cro 
quettish bows "to tie a young man's 
heart within," tho tidiest booting, the 
most leisurely and graceful playing, tlu,' 
timeliest and happiest helps and iiind- 
ranees to friend or foe, and the amplest 
opportunities for flirtation or more seri- 
ous wooing that ever a benevolent- 
minded old patriarch of a game allbrd- 
ed. 

Those considerations, with that hap 
py open-air healthfulne.ss that disLin- 
guishes it, seem suUicient to account 
for the new interest in croquet which 
fortunately revives among us. But if 
a more convincing argument of the in- 
trinsic excellence of tho game were 
needful, it may bo found in the state- 
ment that it is [)Iayeil witli much fer- 
vor (of the aristocratic kind) at Sand 
ringiiam and Eastwell Park.

A Lonely Winter Wait ror an 
AlJtskan Itliiicr. 

J. Ilasvley, Su[)crintenilGnt of the 
Omiluk i\Iining Cora|)any, who return- 
ed from Alaska on the recent trip of 
the Corwin, tells a story of hardship in 
that northern country. With a j)arty 
of ten in all he left this port for Golo- 
vin bay, on Norton sound, in Juno, 
1883, on the ill-fated schooner Alaska, 
and arrived in the latter part of July. 
The party wont to work on the mine, 
about ninety miles inland, and in Oct. 
the Alaska left them laden with about 
eighty tons of galena ore. They were 
entirely without communication with 
the outer world till Juno l.'i, 1S8 1, but 
expected daily to see the Alaska re- 
turn with provisions for the coming 
winter. On that day the Cwwin call- 
ed and they learned for the first time, 
from Captain Healey, of the wreck of 
of the schooner and they could ex 
pect neither help nor ])rovisions. They 
then had food suflicient to last them 
till the Ist of July and no more. 
Healey and six others of the jiarty 
made their way,. in boats built of seal- 
ukinH stretched on frames, 200 miles 
firound the sound to Fort Hu Micbael's 



to procure provision for themselves 
and comrades. They found thoy could 
obtain nothing but (lour, whion was 
taken up by the Gorwin, Two of the 
remaining men then left; and camo on 
to Fort St. Michael's, leaving one man, 
D. S. Mackey, who chose to spend tho 
long and dreary winter alone i.i 
charge of the aiules and mining proper- 
ty. 'The rest of tho party returned in 
the Gorwin. They desire to express 
their thanks to the Captain for his 
kindness in calling to notify thein of 
wreck of the Alaska and in aQbrding 
them passage hoiiio. But for his kind- 
ness in ignorancu of the imposbibilty 
of obtaining assistance, they would 
have been driven to desperate straits 
for lack of food. — S. F. Chronicle.

Again the vagaries of a checkered 
career, the ups and downs of this 
strange life, the sudden and unexpect- 
ed freaks of fortune were exemplified.

Murder followed upon murder, the 
most notorious being those of i\Larcli, 
18S2, in which "Doc" lloliiday, the 
rounder, Sherman ]\Ic.M asters and 
"T'eXiis Jack,, wore the principal ])arti- 
cipants. Finally both gangs were Ijrok- 
en up. Warren J'-rap caiiu; to. San 
Francisco and ran a faro bank on ^Mor- 
ton slret'l until a short time ago, when 
he was raided and his place closed up. 
.Tones hobnobbed with all tho rounder.'*. 
The ErapH were gamblers and "shot 
card" men, and the cowboy i, and Jones 
and the .■■aloon-keepers made a huppy 
family. II firry was proud of his Souths 
ern blood, seemed to bo ever watching 
for some one to step on the tail of his 
coat.
